In Dean Brierley's opinion the statement did not do justice 
I to the fact of student representation in the deliberations 
of faculty; to the reaffirmation of the value of that 
representation in the recent defeat by Faculty of the motion 
to remove the voting rights of student representatives on 
Faculty Council; and to the increase in student representa- 
tion on Faculty committees which Faculty had recently 
approved as part of the General Regulations.
